the Department by General Grant:

·« An official despatch from General Beanre-itard, dated December _.*>, aud received yester¬day, states that Q-eneral Hardee reporte that aforce of the enemy's Infantry, artillery, andcavalry, has moved from Savannah towardsAltamaha river. General Hardee has made
proper disposition to check the column. Its
object is probably to destroy the Savaanah,Alrtany and Gulf railroad, its depots, Ac.
"No report has been received from Hood

since the _*:th of November.
" Wilmington, N. C, Dec 25..The enemy'sflee', over fifty vessels, including two moni¬

tors, several armed vessels, and many heavily-armed lrigates and sloops of war, made a fu¬
rious attack on Fort Fisher about one o'clock
yesterday, and kept up an average fire of thirty-hots per minute until night. Onr loss was
twenty-three wounded. The attack was re¬
newed at ten o'clock this morning, and has
bf en very furious and continuous. No reportof casualties to-day. (Jol. Lamb, who is in
command of the fort, replied to the enemy'sAre slowly and deliberately. The enemv,under cover of the heayy fire, landed about
three brigades two and a half miles above Fort
Fisher. They were immediately engaged by
a smaller force. The enemy held his ground
at night.

·» Wilmington, N. C, Dec.2_..The enemy'sinfantry attacked Fort Fisher late last night.They were repulsed with considerable loss.

There was heavy rain and wind through the
night.

Sherman's Entrance Inte the City.How
Hardee Get Away.But One Avenue ef
Escape.He is Pushing ter Charleston.
Fortress Monroe, Dec. 26..The steamer

Caliiornia, Captain Godfrey, arrived here at
a late hour last evening, in fifty-eight hours
from Fort Fulaski, bringing important des¬
patches lrom General Sherman, and the glo¬
rious intelligence and confirmation of the cap¬
ture ot Savannah on the 21st instant.
Cu the ¿oth instant, Major General Sherman,

having nearly completed the investment of the
city, and captured Fort Lee and _ev«*ral other
minor outworks in the immediate vicinity of
the~principal entrenchments surrounding the
town, and planting his siege batteries in such
close proximity to the rebel lines as to com¬
mand eüectnaUy|every * position held by the
forces nnder the commet* d of General Hardee,
sent a summons by flag oi trace to the effect
that if the plaee was not, in a certain length of
time, surrendered, a bombardment and assault
would be at once commenced.
To this summons the wily rebel General sent

back a reply that, as his communications were
yet open, and his men fully supplied with sub¬
sistence stores of every kind, tbey were en¬
abled to withstand a long siege, and was de¬
termined to hold the city totbe very last mo¬
ment, and defend the citizens and the property
which had been placed under his protection,
until his forces were overpowered and he be
compelled to surrender.
Every preparation had been made by Sher

man to assault tbe rebel position the next day
bnt wben the morning of the 21st Instan
dawned it was ascertained that the enemy had
evacnated theirentrenchments. Several regi¬
ments of infantry immediately advanced and
took possession of tbem, and shortly after¬
wards General Sherman entered the city at
the head of his body, and received from the
hands of a deputation of ita citizens the sur¬

render of the place. __..-_.__._

it appears that General Hardee, ontnexugnt
of the 20tb, seeing the impossibility of holding
the city, end fearing that the only means oi

escape left open to him.across the savannan.

was likely to be cat off at any moment, deter¬
mined to avail himself ot this route for hie re¬
treat. His troops Immediately set to work to
hastily destroy the aavy-yard and all the
Govfrnment property, and at twilight, nnder
tbe protection oi two Iron-clad rame, succeed-
ed in crossing the Savannah river, over the
canse-way, to tbe nortb side, intending to pneu
torward to Charlestoa.
Thirty*two thousand balea of cotton wer·

stored in the city, which the rebels in their
haste neglected to destroy. The two Iron-clad
rams were sunk, and all the dovoru-aeat pro¬
perty and stores which they could not carryeft* with them they burned or threw into tho
river. Four steamers, one a email gunboat,
were captured, wbicb, together with the cotton,
aud a large amount of the rebel munitions of
war, form part of the speiia of the victorious
army.

THE WILMINGTON EXPEDITION.
? Co·operating Force nnder Gen. Butler.

The Plan of Attnck.
[Correspondence Baltimore American.]

On Boarb Stbambb Santiaoo db Cuba*
off Beanfort, N. C, Dec. 14, p.m..In my pres¬
ent letter, which is not designed for publica¬
tion until you know the fleet has arrived at it«
destination, I give you in fuller detail partic¬
ulars as to the point of attack.Wilmington,
the plan of attack, and the composition of the
land force, which, under command of General
Butler, is to co-operate with the navy in what
every one has the fullest confidence will be a
successful effort to close* up the great port of
entry for rebel and British blockade runners.
The expedition comprises altogether nearly

one hundred and fifty vessels of all descrip¬
tions, including army transports, tenders, Ac.

Its destination is Wilmington, North Caro¬
lina. The enure expedition is nnder the com¬
mand of Rear Admiral I> D. Porter. The co¬
operating land force, numbering about ten
thousand men, is under command of MajorGeneral B. F. Butler, who thus again goes to
the coast of Nortb Carolina to, as we may hope,perform successfully an important part In
completing the restoration of the Government;
authority on that coast, where, early in tbe
war, he participated with the navy in achiev¬
ing ihe important captnre of Hatteraa Inlet.
The r uval fleet comprises about sixty-five

vessels and an aggregate of 750 guns. It is *

proposed to commence operations upon the
forfifieationsat New Inlet, the eastern entrane·
of Cape Fear river.
Tbe main point of tbe attack is Federal

I'oii.t, the narrow strip ot land which bounds
the north side of New Inlet and forms a partof the east bank of Cape Fear river. Federal
Point is held by a series of works, tbe posses¬
sion of which will at once give us command
of Cape Fear river and virtually close np the
port of Wilmington, and by cutting off Fort
Caswell, which stands near the mouth of the
river, render its possession by the rebels no
longer of any avail. Hence the importance of
selecting New Inlet as the point of attack.
Tbe principal works commanding New Inlet

are along the shore of Federal Point, the strong¬
est being Fort Fisher, a caeemated earthwork
of great power, mounting, it is supposed, 3d
heavy guns, some of them rifles having a
range of over three miles. Tne work stands
about 200 yards from the s «tore. Following the
shore for übojit three-quarters of a mile, in a
southwest direction from Fort Fisher runs a
line of batteries, five in uumber, connected byrille pits. Thre«» of these batteries are caee-
ma'ed and two open. The number of gunsmounted in them is not known, but some of
tbem are ? ill. s of lung range Some 300 yardsnorthwest of the terminus of this line of bat¬
teries stands what is designated as BatteryLamb, or Monnd Battery, so called from ita
formation, it being an artificial mound of earth1
some 40 feet high, mounting two large guns,which are prominent objects to the eye. A
light-house is alto stationed on this mound,which is, doubtless, of great assistance to the
blockade runners in making the Inlet at night.The mound was thrown up, lt is supposed, for
tbe purpose of obtaining an elevation fromwhich to throw plunging shot at any of our
light draught Monitors should tbey attempt t·
come up the channel. The guns of this batterycommand the main channel, whilst most of tbe
guns of Fort Fisher and of the interveningbatteries command not only the main channel
but also the Swash cbannel. which runs close
along the beach in a northeast direction. The
latter work stands about at the entrance ol the
Swash channel.
About two miles southeast from Fort Fisher,

on Zteke's Island which forms the aonthern
sites· of New Inlet, is another battery of some
strength, but Fort Fisher and the adjacent
works is evidently the key to the position; and,Federal Point once in our bands, farewell to
blockade running, at least so far as Wilming¬ton is concerned.
Notwithstanding the evident strength of

their works, it is confidently believed tbat tbey
cannot long withstand the terrible fire that can
be brought to bear upon them.
The combined armament of the fleet numbers

fully 591 guns, most of them of the largest
calibre, and carrying a weight of metal, safe
to say, unprecedented in the annals of naval
warfare. At least two hundred guns can be
brought to beer upon the works !
About three or .our miles up the beach from

Fort Fisher is a small water battery called
"Half Moon Battery," numbering some two or
three guns, but doubtless it can offer very lit¬
tle resistance.
